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A  New  View 

Moving  the  Maupin-Maury  House

The  house  at  1105  East  Clay  Street 
has  been  closely  tied  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  since 
the  first  bricks  were  laid  in  1845. 
Now  an  historical  landmark 
known  as  the  Maupin-Maury 
House,  the  structure  has  housed, 
at  various  times  in  its  history,  a 
founding  doctor  of  MCV,  the 
"Pathfinder  of  the  Seas,"  and  a 
torpedo  in  a  bathtub.  It  is  the 
present-day  home  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Alumni 
Association  of  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University,  and  it  is 
getting  ready  for  a  move. 

Renovation  of  the  house  had 
been  a  topic  of  conversation  in  the 
Alumni  Association  for  many 
years,  but  in  1981  it  became  a 
priority.  Early  in  1981,  Mrs. 
Franklin  Stone,  newly  appointed 
executive  director  of  the  associa- 
tion, suggested  a  conference  to 
discuss  the  need  for  major  repairs 
to  the  termite-ridden  structure.  In 
June  the  Executive  Committee 
recommended  that  funds  would 


only  be  appropriated  for  emer- 
gency repairs  until  a  decision  on 
the  future  of  the  house  could  be 
made.  "The  university  did  spend 
money  to  put  steel  beams  under 
the  house  during  the  building  of 
the  R.  Blackwell  Smith  Building  to 
keep  it  from  being  hurt,"  Mrs. 
Stone  said.  "I  remember  our 
floors  and  walls  shook  and  debris 
fell  on  the  roof  and  damaged  it." 

In  1982  the  Alumni  Association 
retained  the  architectural  firm  of 
Marcellus  Wright,  Cox  and  Smith 
to  explore  the  options  for  renova- 
tion. The  university  had  made 
expansion  of  the  neighboring 
Nelson  Clinic  part  of  its  long 
range  plans,  and  fearing  that  the 
141-year  old  house  would  not  be 
able  to  withstand  more  heavy 
construction,  the  association 
settled  on  a  plan  to  move  the 
Maupin-Maury  House  to  a 
suitable,  compatible  location. 

In  January  of  this  year,  final 
legal  transactions  were  completed 
which  allowed  the  Alumni 
Association,  as  a  corporate  entity, 
to  exchange  a  plot  of  land  at  1012 
East  Clay  Street  from  the  univer- 
sity for  the  university's  taking 


over  the  land  which  the  Maupin- 
Maury  House  now  occupies.  The 
plot,  across  the  street  in  the 
historic  Heritage  Square  block,  is 
presently  a  parking  lot,  but  the 
block  itself  houses  the  Valentine 
Museum,  the  Leigh  House,  and 
the  old  Sheltering  Arms  Hospital 
building.  "Dr.  Ackell  was  instru- 
mental in  bringing  about  the 
swap  of  land,"  noted  Dr.  Alton 
(Ed)  Hodges,  Jr.,  past  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association.  "We 
were  all  pleased  that  we  could  get 
the  exchange  of  land  accom- 
plished, because  legally,  until  we 
made  that  step,  we  could  not 
proceed  with  any  of  our  plans." 

Plans  for  the  expansion  of  the 
Nelson  Clinic  also  include  "green 
space,"  or  a  place  for  trees  and 
shrubs  between  the  building  and 
the  sidewalk  to  beautify  the  block. 

"We  feel  that  this  arrangement 
is  good  for  everyone  concerned," 
said  Mrs.  Stone.  "The  university 
gets  room  to  expand,  and  we  get 
to  preserve  and  renovate  our 
historic  house  in  a  more  congenial 
neighborhood."

The  Renovation 

According  to  plans  drawn  up 
by  the  architects,  renovations  to 
the  Maupin-Maury  House,  once 
moved,  will  include  sorely 
needed  office  space,  a  large 
assembly  room  to  be  used  as  a 
faculty  club,  a  modern  kitchen, 
two  smaller  seminar  rooms,  and 
an  elevator.  The  electrical  and 
plumbing  systems  will  be  over- 
hauled completely. 

The  cost  of  the  move  and 
renovation,  known  as  Phase  I,  is 
estimated  at  just  over  $1  million. 
Project  go-ahead  will  be  given 
when  four-fifths  of  the  total 
budget,  or  $800,000,  has  been 
secured.  Construction  is  tenta- 
tively scheduled  to  begin  in 
January  1987,  pending  the  raising 
of  an  additional  $200,000  by  the 
association.  Plans  call  for  comple- 
tion of  the  project  and  occupation 
of  the  new  location  in  time  for  the 
centennial  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion in  1989. 

Phase  II,  to  be  completed  at  a 
later  date,  will  include  an  addition 


to  the  original  structure  that  will 
offer  expanded  meeting  rooms, 
dining  and  reception  areas,  and 
possibly  a  suite  to  accommodate 
visiting  lecturers  and  dignitaries 
on  a  limited  basis.  Phase  II  is 
expected  to  cost  $500,000. 

Currently,  about  $600,000  has 
been  committed  to  the  project, 
including  matching  $250,000 
grants  by  the  Alumni  Association 
Building  Fund  and  the  university, 
$50,000  from  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion (as  part  of  an  endowment  for 
maintenance  of  the  house  after 
the  move),  and  $30,000  from  the 
association's  Executive  Commit- 
tee. A  massive  fundraising 
campaign  is  now  under  way  to 
tap  into  the  private  sector. 

The  university's  Advancement 
Division  has  provided  a  profes- 
sional in-house  staff  member, 
Cheryl  Yeaman,  to  conceive  and 
implement  strategy  on  a  half-time 
basis.  The  campaign  has  been 
designed  to  be  cost-effective,  with 
volunteers  from  the  association 
and  the  Executive  Committee 
comprising  most  of  the  task  force. 

A  ten-minute,  three-projector 


slide  show,  entitled  "1012  East 
Clay  Street,"  was  recently  com- 
pleted explaining  the  move  and 
its  benefits  to  MCV.  The  three- 
projector  show  has  been  com- 
pressed into  a  less  cumbersome 
video  format  and  is  now  available 
in  Beta,  VHS,  and  3/4".  Plans  call 
for  these  tapes  to  be  shown  at 
intimate  "parlor  parties"  in  the 
homes  of  alumni  around  the 
country  and  at  larger  alumni  and 
professional  gatherings  in  Virginia 
and  neighboring  states. 

Two  fundraising  events,  a 
cocktail  party  in  April  and  a 
cocktail/dinner  party  in  May,  have 
been  staged  already.  A  direct  mail 
campaign  with  a  brochure  and 
pledge  card  will  be  sent  to  all 
20,000  MCV  alumni  after  Labor 
Day  along  with  a  letter  from 
newly  installed  Alumni  Associa- 
tion president  Marianne  Rollings. 
"We've  already  gotten  a  $5,000 
gift,"  Yeaman  noted. 

Revenue  sources  still  to  be 
explored  include  historical  foun- 
dations and  i  idividuals  who  may

have  no  real  connection  with  the 
university,  but  who  have  an 
interest  in  historic  preservation. 
The  Valentine  Museum,  the 
Museum  of  the  Confederacy,  and 
the  Historic  Richmond  Founda- 
tion are  enthusiastic  supporters  of 
the  project.  Substantial  contribu- 
tions will  be  recognized  in  some 
permanent  way,  such  as  a  plaque 
or  a  book  about  the  renovation. 

"We  all  owe  our  school  a  debt," 
said  Marianne  Rollings.  "Most 
people  don't  recognize  that  until 
they  get  personally  involved,  and 
a  nice  alumni  space  will  draw 
them  down  here  again." 

The  Association 

The  Alumni  Association  was 
organized  on  March  29,  1889;  it 
has  been  in  continuous  service  to 
MCV  since  that  time  and  is  one  of 
the  oldest  such  organizations  in 
the  country.  Dr.  John  B.  Newton, 
MCV  1860,  was  elected  as  the 
body's  first  president  and  since 
then,  the  list  of  presidents  has 
included  such  well-known  alumni 
as  E.  Claiborne  Robins,  chairman 
of  the  board  of  A.  H.  Robins 
Company;  Dr.  Simon  Baruch;  Dr. 
H.  Hudnall  Ware;  and  Dr.  W.  C. 
Henderson.  In  1976,  Mrs.  Frances 
Kay  became  the  first  woman 
president  of  the  association,  and 
in  July,  Mrs.  Marianne  Rollings 
became  the  second. 

The  association  was  incorpora- 
ted in  December  1943  and  li- 


censed to  own  property  in  the 
state  of  Virginia.  In  1947  it  bought 
the  Maupin-Maury  House  at  1105 
East  Clay  Street  for  $12,000,  paid 
in  six-month  installments  of 
$3,000  each  at  5  percent  interest. 
Alumni  support  of  this  project 
was  strong,  and  the  first  payment 
was  made  up  of  a  $2,500  donation 
from  Dr.  Charles  C.  Haskell's 
pharmaceutical  firm  and  a  $500 
gift  from  People's  Drug  Stores. 
The  $45,000  in  repairs  effected 
between  the  purchase  of  the 
house  in  1947  and  occupation  in 
1950  were  made  possible  by  loans 
and  gifts  from  such  alumni  as  E. 
Claiborne  Robins  and  Drs. 
Waverly  Payne,  Donald  S.  Daniel, 
Hudnall  Ware,  and  Asa  Shield. 

In  another  project  nine  years 
later,  the  association  gave 
$100,000  to  MCV  to  build  a 
student  lounge  and  to  complete 
the  main  residence  halls.  "We 
have  a  good,  strong  Alumni 
Association,"  said  Mrs.  Kay,  now 
treasurer  of  the  association  and 
executive  editor  of  the  Scarab.  We 
have  people  who  care  about  the 
total  picture,  not  just  their  indi- 
vidual schools." 

The  association  has  had  two 
name  changes  in  the  97  years 
since  its  inception.  In  1923  the 
name  was  changed  from  the 
Alumni  Society  to  the  Alumni 
Association  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia.  In  1979  the  name 


was  officially  changed  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Alumni  Association  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University. 

The  purpose  of  the  association 
is  "To  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and 
fraternity  among  graduate  and 
former  students  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  to  bring 
about  united  and  concerned 
action  in  promoting  the  welfare  of 
the  institution  as  it  seeks  'to 
preserve  and  restore  health;  to 
seek  the  cause  and  cure  of  dis- 
ease; and  to  educate  those  who 
will  serve  humanity.'  " 

To  this  end,  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation conducts  four  major  and 
ongoing  projects  every  year.  It 
maintains  contact  and  promotes 
education  by  publishing  the 
Scarab,  a  quarterly  magazine 
which  centers  around  topics  of 
interest  to  MCV  professors  and 
alumni.  The  association  hosts  a 
series  of  meetings  and  social 
functions  at  the  Maupin-Maury 
House  to  promote  a  sense  of 
camaraderie;  a  yearly  reunion  in 
the  spring  and  continuing  educa- 
tion courses  draw  alumni  of  all 
ages  together.  Local  Alumni 
Association  chapter  meetings  and 
meetings  during  state  and  na- 
tional professional  conferences 
allow  alumni  to  discuss  common 
interests. 

MCV  has  many  distinguished, 
noteworthy  alumni.  Among  them 
are  Dr.  Baruj  Bencerraf,  '45, 


winner  of  the  1980  Nobel  Prize  in 
medicine  and  physiology;  Jean 
Hayter,  '49,  one  of  the  35  Charter 
Fellows  of  the  American  Academy 
of  Nursing;  Dr.  Robert  Q.  Mar- 
ston,  '47,  former  president  of  the 
University  of  Florida  and  past 
director  of  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health;  and  Dr.  R.  Lee  Clark, 
'32,  director  of  the  Cancer  Clinic 
of  the  University  of  Texas'  M.D. 
Anderson  Hospital  and  Tumor 
Institute  and  former  president  of 
the  American  Cancer  Society. 

Mrs.  Stone  expressed  the 
sentiments  of  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation officers,  "All  of  us  are 
desirous  of  the  organization 
growing,  not  only  in  size  with 
each  graduating  class  in  May,  but 
growing  in  loyalty  to  the  institu- 
tion that  gave  them  their  profes- 


The  Move 

Fred  Cox,  of  Marcellus  Wright, 
Cox  and  Smith,  has  been  involved 
with  the  project  since  his  firm  was 
approached  by  university  officials 
four  years  ago.  An  ardent  preser- 
vationist, Cox  approves  of  the 
plan  to  move  the  entire  Maupin- 
Maury  House  and  hoped  at  one 
time  to  use  the  facade  of  the 
Widow  Tyler  House,  in  which 
President  John  Tyler's  widow 
lived  for  many  years,  in  the 
expansion  of  Phase  II.  The  facade 
was  bought  by  Mrs.  John  Bocock 
and  given  to  the  Historic  Rich- 
mond Foundation  when  the 
house  was  demolished  to  make 
way  for  C&P  Telephone  head- 
quarters on  East  Grace  Street. 
Since  that  time  it  has  been  in 
various  storage  places,  and  Cox 
fears  that  there  is  not  enough  of  it 
left  to  use.  The  long  range  plan 
now  includes  construction  of  a 
facade  similar  to  the  Widow  Tyler 
House  which  would  be  in  scale 
and  stylistically  compatible  with 
the  Maupin-Maury  House. 

There  is  a  possibility  that  the 


141-year  old  house  might  not 
survive  the  move,  Cox  concedes. 
In  that  event,  contingency  plans 
call  for  building  a  structure  as  a 
facsimile  of  the  existing  Maupin- 
Maury  House  or  rebuilding  the 
facade  with  a  modern  structure 
behind  it.  "Ideally,  we  hope 
moving  the  house  will  be  feasi- 
ble," commented  Mrs.  Kay.  "It  is 
our  goal." 

The  task  of  physically  moving 
the  house  across  the  street  will  be 
undertaken  by  the  firm  of  William 
B.  Patram,  Inc.  "There  are  a  lot  of 
house  movers  around,  but  we 
decided  that  Patram  has  the  most 
experience  and  largest  variety  of 
projects  to  his  credit,"  said  Cox. 
"He's  a  good  problem-solver  and 
with  a  house  this  old,  there  are 
bound  to  be  a  few  problems." 

Patram  inspected  the  house 
several  years  ago  and  concluded 
that  the  move  was  possible.  "He 
told  us  we  didn't  even  have  to 
move  the  things  off  the  mantle," 
laughed  Dr.  Hodges. 

The  move  is  accomplished  by 
severing  the  support  beams, 
thereby  cutting  the  house  loose 
from  the  foundation.  Steel  beams 
are  placed  under  the  frame  of  the 
house  and  the  walls  are  secured 
with  cables.  The  entire  frame  is 


placed  on  rollers,  platforms,  or 
hydraulic  lifts,  which  are  kept 
level  at  all  times  to  prevent 
cracking.  The  house  is  then 
pulled  by  tractors  to  the  new 
location.  The  old  foundation  is 
left  behind,  and  a  new  foundation 
is  constructed  at  the  future 
location.  One  of  the  long  walls  of 
the  new  foundation  is  left  open, 
and  the  frame  is  then  slid  into 
place.  Support  beams  are  secured, 
and  bricklayers  build  the  brick 
walls  up  to  the  house  and  close 
the  open  wall. 

Cox  estimates  the  entire  move 
will  take  about  two  days.  "We're 
going  to  have  a  party  with  our 
fundraisers  and  contributors," 
said  Dr.  Hodges.  "We're  all  going 
to  watch  them  move  the  house." 

The  House 

The  house  itself,  built  in  1845 
by  Socrates  Maupin  is,  as  Mary 
Wingfield  Scott  writes  in  Houses  of 
Old  Richmond,  "An  unusually 
heavy  type  of  Greek  Revival,  this 
house  is  of  little  interest  architec- 
turally. It  is,  however,  of  intense 
interest  as  having  been  the  home 
of  two  of  the  most  remarkable 
men  who  ever  sojourned  in 
Richmond  and  as  the  scene  of 
scientific  experiments  which  have 


been  worldwide  in  their  effect." 
The  original  brick  structure  is 
three  stories  high  and  contains 
typical  antebellum  hardwood 
floors  and  fireplaces  and  relatively 
plain  decorative  molding.  The 
bathtub  in  which  Matthew 
Fontaine  Maury  invented  the 
torpedo  is  no  longer  in  the  house. 
The  front  staircase  which  was 
originally  perpendicular  to  the 
house  was  taken  off  and  made 
parallel  when  Clay  Street  was 
widened.  Despite  this  change  and 
some  additional  rooms  added  to 
the  back  of  the  house,  the  struc- 
ture remains  essentially  the  same 
house  Maupin  occupied. 

Maupin  sold  the  house  to 
Robert  Maury  in  1853  when  he, 
Maupin,  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Virginia.  The 
Maurys  sold  it  in  1894  to  the 
Gwathmey  family  who,  in  turn, 
sold  it  in  1924.  It  then  became  a 
rooming  house  until  it  was 
purchased  by  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation in  June  1947  as  a  memorial 
to  the  MCV  graduates  who  lost 
their  lives  in  World  War  II.  It  was 
known  for  a  time  as  the  War 
Memorial  Alumni  House. 

The  property  at  1107  East  Clay 
Street  was  purchased  by  the 
association  a  year  later  and  sold  to 


the  university  for  the  construction 
of  the  Robert  Blackwell  Smith 
Building.  Funds  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  property  were  made 
available  by  a  group  of  young 
graduates  whose  commitment  to 
MCV  was  unusually  strong.  They 
represented  each  of  the  four 
schools  and  included  Hunter  M. 
Gaunt  (pharmacy);  Mary  Cibula 
Evans  (nursing);  R.  Reginald 
Rooke  (pharmacy);  and  Drs. 
Custis  L.  Coleman  (medicine), 
Richard  A.  Micheaux  (medicine), 
W.  C.  Henderson  (dentistry),  and 
H.  Hudnall  Ware,  Jr.  (medicine). 
Proceeds  from  the  sale  went  into 
the  MCV  Building  Fund  and 
became  the  seed  money  for  the 
renovation  of  the  Maupin-Maury 
House. 

The  building  was  repaired  and 
renovated  before  the  Alumni 
Association  took  over  the  offices 
in  1950.  In  1952  students  were 
allowed  to  occupy  the  second  and 
third  floor  bedrooms  as  an 
income-producing  venture.  The 
house  was  designated  an  histori- 
cal landmark  by  the  Virginia 
Historical  Landmark  Commission 
in  1966. 


The  Professor 

Socrates  Maupin  always  knew 
that  he  wanted  to  be  a  teacher 
and  spent  most  of  his  life  in 
academia.  He  helped  found  two 
schools:  a  boy's  preparatory 
school  in  Richmond  and  the 
Medical  School  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  which  later  became  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

Born  in  Albemarle  County  in 
1808,  Maupin  was  a  direct  de- 
scended of  Gabrielle  Maupin,  a 
French  Huguenot  who  emigrated 
to  America  in  1700  and  settled  in 
what  is  now  the  Charlottesville 
area.  His  father,  William  Maupin, 
fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

After  graduating  from  Washing- 
ton College  in  Lexington,  Virginia 
(now  Washington  and  Lee  Uni- 
versity), in  1828,  Maupin  entered 
the  medical  department  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  gradu- 
ated in  1830.  He  then  entered  a 
rigorous  program  at  UVA  that 
combined  a  general  literary  track 
with  scientific  courses  aimed  at 
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The  Maupin-Maury  House  in  1930 


producing  scholars  and  teachers 
and  was  awarded  a  master's 
degree  in  1833.  Thus,  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  25  with  three  degrees, 
including  medical  school,  behind 
him,  Maupin  was  ready  to 
embark  on  his  career. 

His  first  position  was  as  a 
professor  of  ancient  languages 
and  mathematics  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  which  he  left  two 
years  later  to  become  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Richmond  Academy,  a 
boys'  school  in  the  capital  city. 

In  1838  he  severed  his  ties  with 
the  Richmond  Academy  and 
established  his  own  school  for 
boys  which  he  helped  to  run  until 
he  left  Richmond  for  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  in  1853.  Maupin's 
unusual  school  emphasized  the 
classics  and  mathematics  and 
incorporated  his  own  unorthodox 
views  on  regimented  education. 
Dr.  William  Taylor,  a  graduate  of 
his  school  and  later  of  MCV, 
wrote  "His  school  was  remarkable 
in  that  while  it  was  utterly  strange 
as  you  may  think  it,  this  school 
turned  out  better  scholars  and 
more  of  them  than  any  other  of 
the  numerous  schools  I  from  first 
to  last  attended."  Maupin  himself 
was  described  by  one  of  his 


students  as  "an  able  chemist  and 
a  quiet  little  gentleman." 

Also  in  1838,  Hampden-Sydney 
College  established  its  Richmond 
Medical  School  and  appointed 
Maupin  as  one  of  its  founding 
faculty  members.  When  the 
school  opened  in  November  1838, 
Dr.  Maupin  became  professor  of 
chemistry  and  pharmacy,  a 
position  he  held  until  1853.  The 
first  classes  were  held  in  the 
remodeled  Union  Hotel  at  19th 
and  Main  Streets  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  46.  Professors'  salaries 
were  paid  by  individual  students 
at  a  rate  of  $15-20  per  course. 

In  May  1847  Maupin  was 
appointed  dean  of  the  faculty  and 


began  applying  his  considerable 
organizational  prowess  to  the 
college.  By  this  time,  the  school 
had  erected  its  first  permanent 
structure,  the  Egyptian  Building, 
with  spacious  lecture  rooms  and 
"extensive  chemical  apparatus" 
that  aided  Maupin  in  his  four 
weekly  lectures  in  chemistry.  He 
began  to  expand  the  chemistry 
curriculum  to  include  the  ele- 
ments and  composition  of  the 
human  body,  which  laid  the 
foundation  for  biochemistry. 

In  1846  Maupin  married  Sallie 
Hays  Washington  and  had  six 
children,  including  John,  who 
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Socrates  Maupin's  letter,  dated  1837, 
accepting  a  position  as  MCV's  first 
professor  of  chemistry 


Socrates  Maupin,  a  founding  professor  of  MCV 


was  killed  in  the  Battle  of  Gettys- 
burg. 

He  resigned  as  dean  of  the 
faculty  and  professor  of  chemistry 
and  pharmacy  at  the  Richmond 
Medical  School  in  1853  to  take  a 
position  as  professor  of  Chemistry 
and  Pharmacy  at  his  alma  mater, 
the  University  of  Virginia.  When 
he  moved  to  Charlottesville, 
Maupin  sold  his  house  at  1105 
East  Clay  Street  to  a  broker 
named  Robert  Maury  who 
became  president  of  the  Rich- 
mond Stock  Exchange  in  the 
1870s.  It  was  after  Maury's 
famous  cousin,  Matthew  Fontaine 
Maury,  conducted  experiments  in 
a  third-floor  bathroom,  which  led 
to  the  development  of  the  under- 
water torpedo,  that  the  house 
built  by  Socrates  Maupin  became 
known  as  the  Maupin-Maury 
house. 

Maupin  was  later  appointed 
chairman  of  the  faculty  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  a  position 
which  corresponded  roughly  to 
that  of  president,  and  as  such  was 
responsible  for  the  university's 
surviving  the  Civil  War  as  well  as 
it  did.  He  arranged  a  50-year  lease 
on  a  portion  of  university  land  to 
a  neighbor  for  $5,000  and  used 
the  money  to  renovate  the  univer- 
sity grounds  and  buildings  which 
had  been  used  as  emergency 
hospitals  for  the  wounded  during 
the  war.  He  continued  on  at  UVA 
until  he  died  in  1871  of  head 
injuries  sustained  during  an 
accident  with  a  runaway  carriage. 


The  Torpedo 


Matthew  Fontaine  Maury,  born 
on  a  farm  in  Spottsylvania  County 
in  1806,  did  not  exhibit  early  signs 
of  scholarship.  In  fact,  until  a  fall 
from  a  45-foot  tree  ended  his 
ability  to  perform  strenuous  farm 
chores,  it  was  assumed  that  he 
would  take  over  the  family  farm 
in  Franklin,  Tennessee.  In  lieu  of 
active  farm  work,  he  pursued  his 
education  and  in  1825,  emulating 
an  admired  older  brother,  Maury 
obtained  a  commission  in  the  U.S. 


Navy  from  Tennessee  Congress- 
man Sam  Houston.  His  father 
bitterly  opposed  this  career  move, 
and  Maury  left  for  the  500-mile 
trip  to  Washington  with  a  bor- 
rowed horse  and  $30  given  to  him 
by  a  friend. 

Assigned  to  the  Vincennes  for 
the  next  four  years,  Maury 
combined  his  growing  love  for 
mathematics  with  his  need  for 
navigational  information  and 
began  to  formulate  theories  on 
the  winds  and  currents  at  sea.  In 
1835  he  published  Navigation, 
bringing  him  world-wide  acclaim 
and  becoming  the  textbook  for  the 
U.S.  Navy.  Maury  later  published 
articles  advocating  the  construc- 
tion of  a  canal  and  railroad  in  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama,  building 
lighthouses  on  the  coasts  of 
Florida  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
using  steam  as  the  main  power 
for  all  government  vessels,  and 
founding  a  school  where  young 
midshipmen  might  further  their 
education.  The  Naval  Academy  in 
Annapolis  is  said  to  have  been 
one  direct  result  of  his  celebrated 
suggestions. 

In  1841  Maury  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Department  of 
Charts  and  Instruments  out  of 
which  grew  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Observatory  and  Hydrographic 
Office.  His  work  on  establishing 
safe  and  efficient  shipping  lanes 
all  over  the  world  saved  the 
American  shipping  industry 
$2,000,000  annually  and  earned 
him  the  title  "Pathfinder  of  the 
Seas." 

He  achieved  the  rank  of  com- 
mander in  1855,  but,  when  the 
Civil  War  erupted,  Maury  threw 
in  his  lot  with  his  native  Virginia. 
In  1861  he  was  granted  the  rank 
of  commodore  in  the  Virginia 
Navy  and  named  commander  in 
charge  of  seacoast,  harbour,  and 
river  defenses  of  the  South.  Also 
in  that  year,  the  Emperor  Con- 
stantin  of  Russia,  a  great  admirer 
of  Maury's,  offered  him  an 
admiralship  in  the  Russian  Navy

which  carried  a  salary  of  $30,000 
per  year  and  the  enticement  of  an 
observatory  built  to  his  specifica- 
tions. Maury  rejected  the  offer 
and  devoted  his  life  to  the  cause 
of  the  South. 

As  part  of  his  research  in  river 
defense,  Maury  conducted 
experiments  on  exploding  sub- 
merged gunpowder,  and  it  was  in 
the  third-floor  bathtub  in  the 
house  at  1105  East  Clay  Street  that 
the  electrical  torpedo  was  in- 
vented, using  equipment  bor- 
rowed from  MCV.  Maury  and  his 
family  stayed  in  the  house  then 
owned  by  Maury's  cousin,  Robert 
Maury,  during  the  summer  of 
1861,  and  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Henry  Corbin,  writes  of  remem- 
bering servants  hauling  buckets  of 
water  up  to  the  third-floor  while 
her  father  worked. 

The  torpedo  Maury  fashioned 
was  not  a  self-propelled  device, 
but  rather,  an  immersible  land 
mine  made  up  of  an  insulated 
core  of  gunpowder  surrounded 
by  two  batteries  from  which  long 
insulated  wires  stretched  to  land. 
There  Confederate  soldiers  hid 


concealed  in  bushes  waiting  to 
touch  the  wires  together  to 
detonate  the  bomb. 

It  was  not  until  the  second  year 
of  the  war  that  Confederate 
authorities  voted  Maury  money  to 
finance  the  manufacture  of 
torpedos,  made  more  difficult  by 
the  fact  that  there  were  no  wire 
factories  or  insulation  plants 
anywhere  in  the  South.  Maury 
drafted  plans  for  the  mining  of 
the  James  River  in  Richmond  and 
other  major  rivers  in  the  South 
and  subsequently  was  sent  to 
England  to  purchase  materials  for 
the  manufacture  of  the  devices. 

The  James  was  actually  mined 
in  1862,  but  drawings  and  plans 
with  a  chart  of  the  mined  river  fell 
into  Union  hands  and  penetration 
of  Richmond  by  water  was  not 
attempted  until  Grant's  siege  in 
1864.  By  this  time  only  one 
operative  torpedo  remained  in  the 
river,  the  others  having  been 
destroyed  by  floods.  The  Union 
Navy  approached,  sending  barges 
ahead  to  test  for  mines.  One  small 
ship  paused  unwittingly  over  the 
torpedo,  and  the  Confederate 
soldier  waiting  on  the  opposite 
bank  closed  the  circuit  and  blew  it 
up. 

The  Union  fleet,  not  knowing 
that  the  only  torpedo  in  the  river 
had  just  exploded,  began  sinking 
its  own  ships  and  fearing  that  the 
Confederates  might  blow  up  the 
rest  of  the  fleet  that  night,  barri- 
caded the  river,  and  consequently 
blockaded  itself  out  of  Richmond. 

Maury  remained  in  London  on 
orders  as  an  unofficial  ambassa- 
dor and  purchaser  of  supplies 
until  1865.  While  in  England,  he 
helped  form  a  group  called  "The 
Society  for  Promotion  of  the 
Cessation  of  Hostilities  in  Amer- 
ica." It  was  there  that  he  learned 
of  the  death  of  his  son,  John 
Herndon  Maury,  and  of  the 


wounding  of  his  eldest  son,  Col. 
Richard  Maury. 

News  of  Lee's  surrender  to 
Grant  reached  Maury  before  his 
departure  from  England,  and  he 
sent  written  word  to  the  U.S. 
Naval  Secretary  of  his  own 
voluntary  surrender.  Strongly 
advised  by  friends  and  colleagues 
not  to  return  to  America  and  the 
harsh  punishment  waiting  there, 
Maury  went  to  Mexico  and 
offered  his  services  to  Emperor 
Maximillian  to  colonize  a  "New 
Virginia."  He  was  appointed 
director  of  the  Imperial  Commis- 
sion for  Colonization  and  wrote  to 
encourage  migration  by  his 
defeated  fellow  Virginians:  "I 
advocate  Southern  immigration 
and  a  humane  system  of  African 
emmancipation  in  the  U.S.  as  the 
quickest .  .  .  and  best  means  of 
affording  relief  to  their  respective 
sufferings  and  for  peace  in 
America."  Thousands  of  South- 
erners did  go  to  Mexico  but  the 
colony  failed  because  of  a  combi- 
nation of  unstable  Mexican 
politics  and  disapproval  by  the 
U.S.  Government. 

Maury  returned  to  Europe  and 
supported  himself  and  his  family 
by  writing  geographical  textbooks 
and  lecturing  on  the  uses  and 
manufacture  of  the  torpedo.  In 
1868  Cambridge  University 
conferred  on  him  the  LL.D. 
degree,  and  in  the  same  year 
Napoleon  offered  him  the  direc- 
torship of  the  Imperial  Observa- 
tory of  France,  which  he  declined. 
When  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment granted  general  amnesty  for 
Confederate  officers  in  late  1868, 
Maury  returned  to  Virginia  and 
accepted  the  chair  of  physics  at 
Virginia  Military  Institute  in 
Lexington.  He  died  there  in  1873 
and  was  buried  in  Hollywood 
Cemetery  in  Richmond. 

Admiral  FitzRoy  of  the  British 
Royal  Navy  said  of  Maury  upon 
his  death,  "One  of  his  most 


distinguished  traits  was  personal 
disinterestedness  .  .  .  He  never 
sought  to  benefit  himself  by  his 
arduous  labors.  His  sole  object 
was  to  benefit  mankind  at  large." 
In  1910  the  Confederate  Memo- 
rial Society  placed  a  plaque  on  the 
Clay  Street  wall  of  the  house 
where  he  had  lived  in  Richmond 
which  reads  "In  this  house, 
Matthew  Fontaine  Maury  LL.D, 
U.S.N.  C.S.N,  invented  the 
submarine  electrical  torpedo  in 
1861-62."  In  1928  noted  southern 
sculptor  F.  W.  Sievers  was  com- 
missioned by  the  Matthew 
Fontaine  Maury  Association  to 
create  a  bronze  likeness  commem- 
orating the  "Pathfinder  of  the 
Seas."  This  statue  of  Maury 
seated  before  a  globe  is  now  the 
westernmost  monument  on 
Monument  Avenue.

ment  with  the  university  to  swap 
land  at  1105  East  Clay  Street  for 
the  corner  lot  at  1012  East  Clay 
Street  was  a  major  step  autho- 
rized by  the  officers  and  trustees 
of  the  association.

Portrait 
of  a  President  Past

Dr.  Alton  (Ed)  Hodges,  Jr.,  sat  at 
the  desk  in  his  West  End  dental 
office  and  mused  over  his  year- 
and-a-half  as  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association.  "Most  of  my 
time  has  been  consumed  with  this 
house  business,"  he  said,  refer- 
ring to  arrangements  surrounding 
the  moving  of  the  Maupin-Maury 
House. 

The  Maupin-Maury  House,  a 
141-year-old  historical  landmark 
and  home  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, is  scheduled  to  be  moved 
from  its  present  lot  next  to  the  R. 
Blackwell  Smith  Building  to  a 
block  across  Clay  Street  which 
houses  the  Valentine  Museum. 
The  move  will  allow  the  univer- 
sity to  expand  the  Nelson  Clinic 
and  will  place  the  Maupin-Maury 
House  in  a  congenial  neighbor- 
hood for  renovation.  (See  story 
beginning  on  page  2.) 

One  of  the  major  obstacles  to 
the  move  was  the  legal  transfer  of 
the  land  owned  by  the  Alumni 
Association  to  the  university  in 
exchange  for  the  new  location  for 
the  Maupin-Maury  House.  The 
groundwork  for  this  transfer  was 
completed  during  Dr.  Hodges' 
term  as  president,  but  he  insists 
that  he  is  not  responsible  for  the 
finished  agreement.  "We've 
gotten  good  support  from  Dr. 
Ackell,"  he  explained  in  his  self- 
effacing  manner.  "I  just  happened 
to  be  president  when  the  negotia- 
tions were  completed." 

Now  that  the  land  at  1012  East 
Clay  Street  belongs  to  the  associa- 
tion, plans  for  the  move  and 


renovation  are  proceeding.  The 
fundraising  campaign,  a  joint 
effort  by  the  Alumni  Association 
and  the  university,  is  now  under 
way.  The  campaign  so  far  has 
included  Dr.  Hodges'  presence  at 
two  fundraising  activities,  a 
cocktail  party  at  the  Maupin- 
Maury  House  and  a  dinner/ 
cocktail  party  at  the  Valentine 
Museum.  "This  type  of  project 
has  one  big  thing  going  for  it,"  he 
said.  "Givers  can  see  the  tangible 
results  of  their  donations,  so  they 
can  appreciate  what  their  gifts 
have  done  for  the  school." 

He  plans  to  remain  involved 
with  the  project  even  since  his 
term  is  over.  "Usually  the  past 
president  becomes  the  chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
as  such,  I  would  remain  very 
much  in  touch  with  the  move,"  he 
noted. 

Hodges  makes  no  secret  of  the 
fact  that  he  feels  that  the  univer- 
sity as  a  whole  is  benefitting 
already  from  the  changes  happen- 
ing with  the  Maupin-Maury 
House.  At  least  two  different 
departments  in  the  university  and 
the  Office  of  the  President  are 
working  with  the  association  to 
publicize  the  renovation  and  to 
raise  the  funds  necessary  to 
complete  the  project.  "To  be 
successful,  you  have  to  project  an 
image  of  success,"  said  Dr. 
Hodges.  "Someone  who  knows 
nothing  of  MCV's  background 
would  not  view  the  school  as  a 


success,  having  seen  its  alumni 
house;  I  think  the  renovation  will 
change  that."  Benefits  to  the 
university  include  visiting  profes- 
sors and  prospective  graduates 
who  will  take  away  with  them  a 
favorable  impression  of  the 
school. 

"I've  enjoyed  my  relationship 
with  the  Alumni  Association,"  he 
said.  "It's  been  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  meet  people  of 
different  disciplines  and  to  work 
with  Dr.  Ackell  in  strengthening 
the  ties  between  the  association 
and  the  university."  A  strong 
alumni  association  is  important 
Dr.  Hodges  contends  because  "no 
matter  what  we  pay  for  our 
education,  we  never  pay  the  full 
load,  and  it's  nice  to  be  in  a 
position  to  give  something  back." 

Hodges  sees  a  bright  future  for 
the  association  and  the  university. 
"Dr.  Ackell  has  been  very  helpful 
to  us  in  many  ways,"  he  noted. 
"He's  not  only  helped  accomplish 
the  transfer  of  land,  he's  helped 
with  the  recruitment  of  students, 
legislative  matters,  and  has  a 
good  sense  of  school  pride." 

"Our  alumni  can  also  help  raise 
the  reputation  of  the  school,  and 
they  can  do  it  in  other  ways 
besides  giving  money,"  he  contin- 
ued. "The  recruitment  of  potential 
students,  especially  outstanding 
students,  is  very  much  tied  in 
with  the  pride  graduates  feel  for 
MCV — everybody  wants  to  be 
part  of  a  winning  team."

Through  a  new  toll-free  telephone 
service  at  MCV  Hospitals,  medical 
consultation  is  being  made  more 
accessible  for  all  physicians  in 
Virginia.

MCV  Foundation 
Allocations

and  aging. 

Funds  allocated  to  the  School  of 
Allied  Health  Professions  will  be  used 
to  renovate  the  historic  Sheltering 
Arms  Hospital  building  to  be  used  by 
the  Department  of  Health  Adminis- 
tration. 

Funds  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
will  support  development  of  off- 
campus  credit  courses. 

Allocations  to  the  School  of 
Nursing  will  be  used  to  support  the 
continued  development  of  its  comput- 
er laboratory. 

In  addition,  approximately  $25,000 
was  allocated  through  the  office  of 
the  vice-president  for  health  sciences 
for  cardiovascular  disease  and 
pediatrics  research.

Spotlight  on 
Russell  L.  Cecil, 
M.D.  '06 

(From  time  to  time,  we  are  asked,  "Why 
don't  you  feature  more  alumni  in  the 
Scarab?"  Well,  why  don't  we?  The  idea 
for  the  following  article  came  from  E. 
Randolph  Trice,  M.D.  '47,  one  of  several 
suggestions  received  recently.  Send  us 
yours,  and  we'll  follow  up  on  them  and 
include  what  we  can  as  time  and  space 
allow.  Editor.) 

Many  medical  school  alumni  in 
particular  may  remember  Dr.  Russell 
L.  Cecil  who  received  his  M.D. 
degree  in  1906  from  the  University 
College  of  Medicine  (combined  with 
MCV  in  1913)  and  was  honored  in 
1928  when  the  Sc.D.  degree  was 
conferred  on  him  by  MCV. 

Dr.  Cecil's  extensive  postgraduate 
training  included  appointments  in 
internal  medicine  and  pathology  at 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  in 
Vienna,  Austria,  and  in  internal 
medicine  and  bacteriology  in  Berlin, 
Germany. 

He  did  extensive  research  work  in 
infectious  diseases,  particularly  in  the 
field  of  pneumonia  and  rheumatic 
diseases,  and  wrote  numerous 


articles  on  the  pathology,  bacteriol- 
ogy, and  treatment  of  those  condi- 
tions, particularly  the  bacteriology 
and  serum  treatment  of  pneumonia 
and  the  bacterioogy,  pathogenesis, 
and  treatment  of  chronic  arthritis.  He 
returned  to  Richmond  as  a  speaker 
on  several  occasions.  Dr.  Cecil  was 
the  editor  of  the  popular  A  Text-Book 
of  Medicine  by  American  Authors  that 
was  published  through  at  least  seven 
editions. 

He  spent  most  of  his  medical  career 
in  New  York  and  died  in  1965. 

Remember  Joe? 

Through  the  years,  scores  of  MCV

Joe,  who  had  as  many  as  ten 
employees  before  the  cafeteria  in  the 
Larrick  Student  Center  opened, 
claimed  nothing  special  about  his 
snack  bar  or  menu.  "I  had  mostly 
student  clientele,  but  a  lot  of  MCV 
and  city  workers  ate  here  too.  I  had 
the  usual  snack  bar  menu  with  daily 
specials."

Senator  Edward  E.  Willey  (B.S.

1983  issue  of  the  Scarab.  Mrs.  Rollings 
said: 

"There  will  be  no  confusion  or  case 
of  mistaken  identity  today.

Our  award  winner  is  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  alumni  of  this  school. 
He's  been  called  crusty  and  feisty  and 
lots  of  other  things  I  guess.

Ed  has  been  referred  to  as  the 
Senate's  shepherd,  a  man  of  strong 
opinions  and  almost  unbelievable 
candor.  He  has  a  flair  and  has  guided 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia 
through  many  difficult  situations.  He 
has  helped  Virginia,  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  and  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  in  untold 
ways  in  his  position  as  slicer  of  the 
state  budget's  pie. 

"He  has  been  concerned  with  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  I  think  we 
owe  him  a  great  debt.
